The Carmichael Case. 

We briefly alluded vesterday to a case 
which promises to attract considerable 
attention. Some time in April last Mr. 
Jobn Carmichael, a farmer of Virginia, 
sent a postal card to Senator Vance 
couched in these memorable words: 
“Send me copy of your speech on that 
“damm dog Mahone.”” To this Mr. Car- 
michael affixed his signature and addreas 
in due form, and no doubt expected to 
receive by return mail a copy of the 


had panted. But it was not to be. The 
postal card fell into the hands of a postal 


commissioner at Alexandria Wednesday 
and was bound over in the sum of $500 
to appear before the United States district 
court. 

The trial is of considerable interest to 
the general public. It develops the fact 
that the government, as administered by. 
the republican party, has inaugurated a 
system of espionage altogether obnoxious 
to our institutions. The postal agent 
upon whose testimony Carmichael was 
bound over violated the law when he 
read a postal card addressed to Senator 
Vance, but he claimed that he had the 
right to read it as soon as he had reason 
to believe that it contained obscene and 


indecent matter. Upon the same 
principle, he has the right to 
open and examine sealed cor- 


respondence, and his plea would be that 
he bad reason to believe that it contained " 

language too obscene and iffdecent for a 
Christian government (manipulated by 

the Bob Ingersoll party) to transmit 
through the mails. The question to be de- 
cided is not whether Carmichael is guilty 
of obscenity, but whether a private citi-' 
zen has any rights which the govern- 
ment, through the agency of republican 
hirelings and knaves, is bound to respect. 
If correspondence on postal cards is not 
inviolate, how long will it be before re- 
publican officials will be opening and ex- 
amining sealed letters’ 

The question as to whether “damm” 
is obscene is one, not for. the courts, but 
for philologists. Neither its obscurity 
nor its profanity is apparent to us, but 
we cheerfully refer the whole matter to 
Mr. Richard Grant White; and we beg 
that he will seize upon it while it is yet 
fresh and warm.
